To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fleet  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  considera- 
tion the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I960,  prepared  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Points  of  note  in  the  vital  statistical  figures  are  that  the  estimated 
population  is  higher  by  some  960  persons  than  in  the  previous  year, 
the  birth  rate  is  higher,  the  death  rate  lower  and  the  infant  mortality 
rate,  although  higher  than  in  1959,  is  still  much  below  the  national  rate 
of  21.7.  The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  very  much  reduced 
owing  to  the  absence  of  cases  of  measles.  No  case  of  poliomyelitis  nor 
of  diphtheria  was  reported. 

As  in  previous  years  much  time  and  effort  was  spent  by  the  staff 
in  carrying  out  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  programme  and  in  this 
connection  the  invaluable  help  of  the  private  medical  practitioners  in 
the  town  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  Recognition  too  should  be  made 
of  the  preventive  health  work  carried  on  by  private  practitioners  in 
their  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough. 

T am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  help,  to  Mr.  Collier,  Clerk  of 
the  Council,  to  Mr.  Smale,  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  Miss 
Whitworth  for  their  ready  assistance  enabling  me  to  carry  out  my 
duties.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


There  are  two  District  Nurses  (Miss  McMonigall  and  Miss 
Phillips),  who  are  qualified  midwives,  and  since  the  5th  July,  1948,  have 
been  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 

There  is  also  a home-help  service  in  operation  and  this  is  admin- 
istered by  a County  Council  organiser  with  headquarters  at  Basingstoke 
and  an  office  in  Fleet.  T am  indebted  to  the  Divisional  Organiser,  Miss 
M.  E.  Reed,  for  the  following  information. 

“The  number  of  new  cases  assisted  in  the  Fleet  Urban  District 
during  the  year  1960  was  58,  as  follows: 

Maternity — ^17;  general  sickness — 7;  post-hospital — 7;  aged  sick 

— 9;  aged  infirm— 6;  post-maternity — 3;  prematurity — 7;  chronic 

— 2. 

There  were  13  helpers  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  an 
increase  of  4 during  the  year.” 

This  area,  for  general  hospital  purposes,  comes  under  the  South 
West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
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The  Fleet  and  District  Hospital  contains  33  beds  (9  male,  14 
female,  6 children’s  and  4 private  wards),  and  provides  general  medical 
and  surgical  treatment.  There  is  a separate  children’s  ward.  There  is 
no  resident  Medical  Officer.  There  is  a consultant  surgical  and  medical 
staff  in  addition  to  the  Doctors  in  practice  in  the  area,  who  attend  at 
the  hospital. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  Northfield  Hospital, 
Aldershot.  The  ambulance  service  provides  for  removal  of  patients  to 
hospital  through  the  local  depots  at  Aldershot  and  Farnborough. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  School  Medical  Services, 
Mental  Deficiency,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Orthopaedic  Services, 
the  care  of  premature  infants  and  illegitimate  children  and  the  Tuber- 
culosis service  (prevention,  care  and  after-care  only). 

The  special  clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  is  held  at  the  Northfield 
Hospital,  Aldershot,  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  as  is  the  treatment  part  of  the  Tuberculosis  service. 


Laboratory  Facilities: 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital,  Winchester  (telephone 
3807),  and  the  Director  is  Dr.  M.  H.  Hughes.  All  types  of  bacterio- 
logical examinations  are  carried  out  there. 

Owing  to  staff  difficulties  the  Borough  Analyst  of  Southampton 
was  unable  to  continue  to  carry  out  chemical  examinations  of  water. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  latter  to  be  done  by  the  City 
Analyst  of  Portsmouth.

Orthopaedic  Climes  for 
school  children  and  infants  are  held  at  Aldershot  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  every  month,  and  School  Eye  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Aldershot 
General  Hospital  every  Thursday  afternoon — by  appointment  only. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Vaccination: 

Diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  vaccination  phophylaxis  for  infants 
and  school  children  is  done  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  County 
Council  and  it  is  a free  service.  Parents  may  elect  to  have  their  children 
done  privately  by  their  own  doctor.  Children  under  school  age  can  still 
be  immunised  at  the  weekly  child  welfare  clinic. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Infectious  Diseases: 

General: 

In  England  and  Wales  in  I960,  the  number  of  cases  of  polio- 
myelitis and  diphtheria  was  the  lowest  for  a number  of  years;  deaths 
too  from  influenza  were  particularly  low.  On  the  other  hand,  whooping 
cough  cases  were  well  up  compared  with  the  two  previous  years  and 
dysentery  notifications  showed  a considerable  increase. 

In  Fleet  notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  at  a very  low  ebb,  only  24 
cases  being  notified  compared  with  353  in  1959.

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The  case  of  para-typhoid  contracted  the  infection  whilst  on  holiday 
on  the  continent  and  serves  to  draw  attention  to  the  desirability  of 
holiday-makers  being  vaccinated  against  typhoid  and  para-typhoid 
infections  before  going  abroad.  Undoubtedly  the  risk  of  contracting 
enteric  infections  would  be  materially  reduced. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  Procedures: 

The  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  and  of  their  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox 
continued  to  be  a major  concern  of  the  Health  Department.  For 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  a triple 
antigen  is  in  use,  the  most  recent  prophylactic  being  a concentrated  pre- 
paration of  which  the  required  dose  is  contained  in  one  half  of  the 
volume  of  previous  antigens,  making  administration  to  small  babies  an 
easier  procedure. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation: 

The  continuing  need  for  a reinforcing  dose  of  diphtheria  antigen 
at  school  entry  age  has  been  shown  by  the  increase  in  cases  of  diphtheria 
in  the  country  in  the  past  tv,^o  years,  mainly  in  localised  outbreaks  in 
certain  London  Boroughs,  conhned  for  the  most  part  to  children 
attending  infant  and  junior  schools.  In  this  district  the  parents  of 
children  attending  County  infant  and  junior  schools  were  given  the 
opportunity  of  having  their  children  protected  against  diphtheria. 
During  the  year  some  541  reinforcing  doses  were  given.  As  the  Chief 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  written,  “It  cannot  be 
emphasised  too  often  that  immunity  should  not  be  allowed  to  wane, 
and  that  a reinforcing  dose  at  or  before  school  entry  is  of  great  im- 
portance.”

The  majority  of  the  injections  were  given  by  private  practitioners. 
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Poliomyelitis  Vacdnatton: 

Vaccination  of  the  eligible  age  groups  in  the  community  was 
continued  throughout  the  year.  In  February,  1960,  the  age  limit  was 
raised  to  40  years,  but  only  a small  proportion  of  the  population 
concerned  took  advantage  of  the  protection  offered. 

As  in  the  previous  year  vaccination  was  offered  at  Doctors’ 
surgeries,  child  welfare  centres  and  at  open  evening  sessions.

In  the  country  as  a whole  there  was  an  outstanding  decline  in  the 
number  of  poliomyelitis  cases  in  1960;  only  516  cases  with  14  deaths 
being  recorded  compared  with  2,715  cases  and  147  deaths  in  1958,  and 
7,760  cases  and  755  deaths  in  1950;  interestingly  enough  1950,  although 
a peak  year  for  poliomyelitis,  was  also  a cold,  wet  summer.  It  is 
considered  that  much  of  this  improvement  can  be  attributed  to  the 
polio  vaccination  campaign.  Although  there  is  now  no  doubt  that  Salk 
vaccine  affords  considerable  protection  to  the  individual,  this  does  not 
mean  that  the  disease  is  on  the  way  out.  In  this  connection  experience 
in  some  other  countries  may  be  of  interest.  In  1959  Canada,  where 
polio  vaccination  was  started  in  1955,  had  one  of  the  highest  paralytic 
poliomyelitis  incidence  rates  ever  recorded  in  that  country.  There  were 
1,870  cases  (the  youngest  being  7 weeks  old  and  the  oldest  72  years), 
giving  an  attack  rate  of  10.7  per  100,000  with  178  deaths;  at  the  same 
time  it  was  estimated  that  45  per  cent,  of  the  population  up  to  the  age 
of  40  had  been  fully  vaccinated.  However,  72  per  cent,  of  the  paralytic 
cases  were  unvaccinated  and  1 1 per  cent  of  the  cases  occurred  in  those 
triply  vaccinated.  It  was  estimated  that  the  effectiveness  of  3 or  more 
doses  of  vaccine  for  all  ages  0 to  39  years  was  95  per  cent. 

Again,  in  the  United  States,  by  the  45th  week  of  1959  there  had 
been  5,150  paralytic  poliomyelitis  cases  as  against  3,113  in  1958  and 
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2,164  in  1957.  However,  a study  of  the  age  grouping  of  cases  and  the 
extent  to  which  they  had  been  immunised  showed  that  vaccine  was 
effective  up  to  90  per  cent. 

In  Mauritius  between  June  and  September,  1959,  there  was  a 
poliomyelitis  epidemic  with  97  paralytic  cases,  giving  an  attack  rate  of 
15.6  per  100,000  of  the  population.  75  per  cent  of  the  cases  were  under 
3 years  of  age  and  the  incidence  in  children  aged  1 to  7 years  who  had 
received  3 injections  of  Salk  vaccine  was  2.3  per  100,000,  whilst  in  those 
not  vaccinated  it  was  279.1  per  100,000. 

The  experience  in  these  countries  does  show  that  there  is  a high 
degree  of  individual  protection  but  only  universal  vaccination  will 
prevent  outbreaks. 

Vaccination  Against  Smallpox: 

The  state  of  primary  infant  vaccination  can  only  be  regarded  as 
fairly  good,  a total  of  143  babies  under  12  months  of  age  being 
vaccinated.  There  were  269  live  births  during  the  year  and  the  equiv- 
alent of  52.8  per  cent  of  the  children  born  were  vaccinated. 

This  figure  may  be  compared  with  that  of  66  per  cent  for  the 
County  of  Hampshire  and  with  a rate  of  45  per  cent  for  England  and 
Wales  for  the  year  1959.

LEGISLATION 


For  record  purposes  mention  should  be  made  of  the  following 
legislation  of  interest  to  the  Health  Department  which  became  effective 
during  the  year  under  review. 


a.  Anthrax  made  notifiable 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Amendment  Regula- 
tions 1960  medical  practitioners  are  required  from  1st  December  1960 
to  notify  cases  of  anthrax  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  their 
district.  This  is  additional  to  the  requirement  under  the  Factories  Act 
1937  that  cases  of  anthrax  contracted  in  any  factory  must  be  notified 
to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories. 


b.  Stillbirths 


From  1st  October  1960  doctors  and  midwives  certifying  stillbirths 
are  required  to  state  the  cause  of  death;  the  object  being  to  provide  a 
regular  series  of  statistics  on  the  causes  of  stillbirth  which  should  help 
in  the  study  of  perinatal  mortality. 


c.  Mental  Health  Act  1959 

The  main  provisions  came  into  effect  on  1st  November  1960  and 
although  these  do  not  come  within  the  functions  of  District  Councils 
their  significance  to  the  community  justify  mention,  as  recognising  the 
public’s  more  tolerant  attitude  to  mental  disorder  and  the  increasing 
need  to  care  for  the  mentally  ill  outside  the  hospital  wherever  possible.

(I.  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960 

This  brings  into  force  a new  licensing  system  for  caravans  and  has. 
two  objects ; 

1 To  control  the  location  of  caravan  sites,  so  as  to  prevent  them 
from  starting  up  in  the  wrong  places,  whilst  allowing  them  to 
develop  in  suitable  places; 

2 To  improve  conditions  on  sites  by  requiring  good  standards  of 
layout,  equipment  and  maintenance. 


e.  Noise  Abatement  Act  1960 

Gives  new  powers  to  Local  Authorities  to  deal  with  noise  and 
vibration  nuisance.  It  also  enables  three  or  more  occupiers  of  land  or 
premises  who  are  aggrieved  by  a noise  or  vibration  nuisance  to  make 
a complaint  to  a magistrate. 

f.  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1960 

These  consolidate  and  amend  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
1955-57  and  extend  the  regulations  to  food  businesses  carried  on  from 
home-going  ships  and  moored  vessels. 

g.  Food  Hygiene  (Docks,  Carriers,  etc.)  Regulations  1960 

These  prescribe  requirements  to  secure  the  hygienic  handling  of 
food  at  docks,  warehouses,  cold  stores  and  carriers  premises.  They 
follow  the  pattern  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960 
with  certain  adaptations. 

h.  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilizati  n)  Regulations  1960 

These  require  all  butchers’  meat  and  imported  meat  which  is  unfit 
for  human  consumption  to  be  sterilized  and  all  knackers’  meat  to  be 
stained  or  sterilized. 

i.  Milk  (Special  Designaition)  Regulations  1960 

These  consolidate  and  re-enact  with  amendments  previous  legisla- 
tion regarding  specially  designated  milk.  In  future  dealers’  licences  will 
be  granted  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  of  the  area  in  which  the 
premises  where  the  milk  is  being  pasteurised  are  situated. 

j.  Radio-active  Substances  Act  1960 

Regulates  the  keeping  and  use  of  radio-active  material  and  makes 
provision  as  to  the  disposal  of  radio-active  wastes.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1960 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fleet  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1960 
and  my  fourteenth  as  your  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  end  of  the 
year  saw  the  completion  of  the  sewering  of  the  district,  together  with 
the  ancillary  work  at  the  disposal  works.  Thus  ends  some  twenty  years 
of  effort,  starting  in  1938,  to  get  the  whole  of  the  district  sewered,  and 
this  has  opened  up  the  way  for  tremendous  development,  particularly 
in  house  building.  Connection  of  houses  to  the  sewers  has  continued 
steadily  throughout  the  year,  again  necessitating  much  time  being  spent 
on  drainage  inspection  work.  Routine  inspection  work  continues  to 
play  an  important  part  in  the  public  health  field  whilst  an  increasing 
number  of  owners  are  taking  advantage  of  the  improvement  grant 
schemes  in  operation. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  water  supply  for  the  area  is  provided  by  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company,  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Company  for  the  following  report : 

“1.  Water  was  supplied  to  the  whole  urban  district  by  the  Mid- 
Wessex  Water  Company  from  wells  in  the  chalk  at  their  works 
at  Grey  well,  Itchel  and  La  sham. 

The  supply  was  continuously  laid  on  under  pressure  and  was 
satisfactory  as  to  quantity  and  quality.  The  water  was  softened 
at  the  sources  before  distribution  so  as  to  comply  with  the 
statutory  limitation  of  hardness  of  12°  Clark  and  chlorination 
is  applied  at  all  sources. 

2.  Chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  and 
treated  waters  were  regularly  and  frequently  made  by  the 
Company’s  resident  chemists  and  bacteriologists  in  their  labor- 
atory and  independent  examinations  were  also  made  by  an 
independent  laboratory.  All  samples  were  satisfactory. 

3.  The  waters  do  not  have  any  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  action  was  required  by  the  Company  in  respect  of  any  form 
of  contamination. 
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5.  The  approximate  number  of  connections  in  the  District  at  the 
end  of  1960  was  4,806.  No  information  is  available  as  to  the 
number  of  stand-pipes.” 

Water  Sampling 

(a)  Public  Main  Supply 

Three  samples  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company’s  main  supply 
were  taken  and  all  were  reported  satisfactory  bacteriologically.  The 
samples  were  not  sent  for  full  chemical  analysis  and  the  hardness 
figures  were  7.3  degrees  (Clark's  scale),  12.2  and  15.0. 

<b)  Public  Swimming  Pool 

There  is  one  open-air  privately-owned  public  swimming  pool  in 
the  district  and  the  water  (a  main  supply)  is  treated  by  filtration,  aeration 
and  chlorination.  Two  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  only  reasonably  satisfactory  and  an  increase  in  the  chlorine 
doseage  was  effected.  In  order  to  keep  a closer  and  more  routine  check 
on  the  chlorine  content  of  the  water,  a small  chemical  water  testing 
apparatus  was  purchased  and  regular  checks  on  the  amount  of  chlorine 
content  were  made  throughout  the  season. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

I am  indebted  to  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  D.  Chivers,  for  the 
following  report : 

The  gas  plant,  engines  and  electrical  equipment  at  the  compressor 
station  at  Kenilworth  Road,  also  the  pumping  plant  and  equipment  at 
Hitches  Lane  Station,  have  been  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition, 
giving  good  service  throughout. 

The  ejectors  and  equipment  at  Aldershot  Road,  Crookham,  and 
the  ejectors  at  Minley  Road  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition 
and  are  operating  satisfactorily. 

Contracts  for  the  completion  of  the  main  drainage  in  the  Urban 
District  carried  out  by  Messrs.  T.  H.  Contractors  Ltd.  have  now  been 
completed  and  all  the  sewers  are  now  in  use. 

The  pumping  station  at  Avondale  Road  has  been  completed. 
During  the  month  of  August  connections  were  made  to  the  station  and 
pumping  machinery  put  into  action  and  the  existing  ejectors  dis- 
connected. 

The  work  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  now  virtually  com- 
pleted. The  only  outstanding  works  comprise  tidying  up  operations, 
painting  and  adjustment  of  certain  fittings. 

Public  Cleansing: 

Weekly  collections  of  refuse  have  been  maintained  throughout 
the  district  and  for  the  present  is  being  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  Calthorpe  Park  to  enable  this  land  to  be  improved  for  the 
future  provision  of  playing  grounds. 
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HOUSING 


Difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  securing  early  compliance  with 
notices  served  for  the  remedying  of  housing  defects,  due  almost  solely 
to  the  lack  of  the  type  of  labour  for  carrying  out  “jobbing”  work. 
Small  builders,  who  in  the  pre-war  and  immediate  post-war  years  used 
to  do  this  kind  of  work,  still  seem  able  to  find  small  building  plots  or 
to  be  engaged  on  alteration  and  reconstruction  work  such  as  improve- 
ment grant  schemes. 

Improvement  Grants 

The  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  rose  by  a 
third  in  1960,  there  being  33  (20  “discretionary”  and  13  “standard”), 
compared  with  22  in  the  previous  year.  Nearly  all  the  discretionary 
grant  schemes  approved  were  for  the  alteration  and/or  extension  of 
existing  outbuildings  to  form  bathrooms,  all  with  the  provision  of  a 
hot  water  supply  and  some  with  the  provision  of  main  drainage,  whilst 
the  standard  grant  schemes  consisted  mainly  of  the  conversion  of  small 
third  bedrooms  into  bathrooms  with  the  provision  of  one  or  more  of 
the  standard  amenities. 

The  full  fifty  per  cent  grant  was  given  for  the  discretionary 
schemes  and  it  is  significant  that  all  the  applicants  except  two  were 
owner-occupiers. 

it  is  still  a little  surprising  that  more  owners  do  not  take  advantage 
of  the  two  schemes  to  modernise  their  houses  as  this  is  an  excellent  way 
of  improving  the  standard  of  old  houses  at  a reasonable  cost  to  the 
owners. 


Rent  Act  1957  — Certificates  of  Disrepair 

There  were  no  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  in  1960. 

Housing  Aci  1957 

One  of  the  dwellinghouses  on  which  demolition  orders  were  made 
in  1958  was  vacated  in  1960  and  it  was  hoped  to  re-house  the  tenant  of 
the  other  house  early  in  1961. 

The  position  regarding  the  houses  included  in  Stages  1 and  2 of 
the  Council’s  approved  proposals  remained  the  same  and  for  the  same 
reasons,  i.e.  the  elderly  condition  of  the  occupiers  and  the  delay  in  the 
building  of  old  people’s  dwellings  for  re-housing. 

Housing  Building  Progress 

Your  Surveyor  (Mr.  J.  D.  Chivers)  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information  : 

“No  council  houses  were  built  during  the  year.

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I am  indebted  to  Mr.  M.  G.  Atkins,  Housing  Officer,  for  the 
following  report : 

■'During  the  year  18  tenancies  were  surrendered,  of  which  10  were 
tenants  nominated  by  the  N.G.T.E. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  transferring  existing  tenants  to  other 
Council  accommodation  more  suitable  to  means,  size  of  family,  etc., 
was  maintained  and  the  transfer  of  ten  such  tenants  was  effected.  There 
are  several  other  families  who  will  be  transferred  when  the  opportunity 
presents  itself.  One  further  house  was  sold  to  the  tenant  in  occupation. 
Only  one  vacancy  was  created  in  the  Old  People’s  Bungalows  during 
the  year. 

The  housing  lists  were  again  reviewed  during  the  year  and  the 
policy  of  a priority  and  non-priority  list  maintained  and  brought  up  to 
date.  A further  32  applications  for  housing  were  received.” 

Caravans 

The  passing  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act 
1960  gave  Planning  and  Local  Authorities  the  badly  needed  powers  to 
control  the  establishment  of  new  sites  and  to  enforce  a high  standard  of 
facilities  and  amenities  on  existing  sites.  Fortunately,  in  the  district,  the 
only  caravan  site  had  received  planning  permission  and  was  licensed 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  and  the  facilities  already  provided 
or  being  provided  were  as  good  as,  if  not  better  than,  the  ones 
laid  down  in  the  Ministry’s  Model  Standard.  Because  of  this  the  site 
was  given  permanent  status  by  the  Planning  Authority  for  a total  of 
93  caravans.  The  only  respect  in  which  the  site  fell  short  of  the  Model 
Standards  was  in  fire  precautions  and  steps  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of 
the  year  to  remedy  this  deficiency.  The  site  was  maintained  in  excellent 
condition  during  the  year. 

There  are  a few  sites  licensed  for  one  caravan  only  and  these  are 
in  respect  of  land  on  which  it  is  the  intention  of  the  owner  to  erect  a 
dwellinghouse  and  the  licences  and  planning  permission  is  limited  to 
periods  of  one  year  only. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Meetings  of  the  North  Hants  Rodent  Control  Committee,  of 
which  the  Council  is  one  of  the  seven  constituent  members  in  North 
East  Hants,  continued  to  be  held  quarterly.  Representatives  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the  War  Department  attend 
the  meetings. 

Locally,  a free  service  to  both  business  and  private  premises  is 
given. 

The  ten  per  cent  test  baiting  of  the  sewers,  which  had  been  post- 
poned, with  Ministry  approval,  until  1960,  was  carried  out  and  68 
manholes  on  new  as  well  as  old  lengths  of  sewer  were  test-baited  and 
as  a result  takes  were  recorded  in  8 manholes.  Poison  baiting  followed 
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until  the  systems  were  free  from  infestation.  A further  test  of  the  same 
area  was  due  to  be  carried  out  in  mid- 1961.  Some  of  the  sewers  tested 
were  connected  with  new  ones  on  estates  in  course  of  construction  and 
it  is  probable  that  open  drain  inlets  were  the  means  of  ingress  of 

the  rats.

Pest  Destruction 

The  routine  measures  of  spraying  the  Fleet  Pond  and  small  ponds 
and  ditches  in  the  vicinity  and  treating  the  road  gullies  for  mosquito 
prevention  were  continued. 

Dwellinghouses  were  treated  for  the  following  pests : 

Ants — 2;  cockroaches — 1;  flies — 8;  in  addition  80  wasps’  nests  were 
destroyed. 


SHOPS 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  through  their  Weights  and 
Measures  Department  for  the  closing  and  other  provisions  of  the 
Shops  Acts,  except  for  the  sanitary  provisions  contained  in  Section 
38  of  the  Shops  Act  1950,  which  is  administered  by  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authority.  The  provisions  of  the  latter  section  are  carried  out. 
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DRAINAGE 


Sewerage  Extension  Scheme 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  sewerage  extension  scheme  had  been 
completed  including  the  extension  and  improvements  to  the  disposal 
works  and  the  construction  of  pumping  stations.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  196  dwelling  houses  with  either  cesspool  systems  or  no  drainage 
at  all  had  been  connected  to  the  new  sewers. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(a)  Milk  Supply 

There  are  two  producers  of  milk  within  the  Urban  District,  (both 
producing  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk)  and  seven  retailers  of  bottled  milk 
— (three  from  shops  only). 

47  inspections  of  dairies  were  made  during  the  year  and  no 
statutory  action  was  called  for,  informal  action  only  being  necessary 
to  ensure  compliance  with  any  contraventions  which  occur. 

On  6th  December,  1955  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified 
Areas)  Order  1955,  came  into  operation,  the  effect  of  which  was  to 
specify  the  Urban  District  as  an  area  in  which  only  tuberculin  tested 
or  heat  treated  milk  could  be  sold. 

99  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  adulteration,  three  of  which 
were  unsatisfactory.  A report  on  samples  taken,  including  milk,  will 
be  found  in  a later  paragraph.

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Of  the  44  bottled  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion, eight  were  not  examined  and  the  methylene  blue  test  was  declared 
void  because  the  permissible  atmosphere  shade  temperature  was 
exceeded  in  the  laboratory.  The  other  36  passed  the  methylene  blue 
test  and  all  forty-six  samples  submitted  passed  the  phosphatase  test. 

Seven  of  the  samples  submitted  were  from  schools  in  the  district, 
23  were  taken  from  roundsmen  and  14  from  local  dairies. 

The  new  “H.T.S.T.”  pasteurising  plant  installed  at  the  local  dairy 
worked  very  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

No  action  was  required  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959  which  provides  for  action  where 
milk  is  suspected  of  having  caused  disease  in  human  beings. 

One  firm  of  milk  distributors  retailing  bottled  milk  in  the  district 
but  whose  dairy  premises  were  situated  in  another  area,  were  cautioned 
after  receipt  of  a complaint  of  a dirty  milk  bottle.  Considering  the 
number  of  bottles  of  milk  which  are  delivered  in  the  district  the 
number  of  complaints  of  uncleanliness  of  bottles  is  surprisingly  small. 

Designated  Milk:

The  one  pasteuring  establishment  in  the  area  is  licensed  by  the 
Local  Authority  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

(b)  Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

The  butchers  in  the  area,  except  in  one  case,  obtain  all  their 
supplies  of  meat  from  wholesalers.  One  butcher  purchases  animals  at 
market  and  has  them  slaughtered  at  a licensed  slaughterhouse  in 
Aldershot.  The  meat  is,  generally  of  a high  standard  and  only  rela- 
tively small  amounts  have  to  be  condemned  at  the  retail  shops. 

Slaughtering  Facilities: 

Under  Section  3 of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  1958  and  by  the 
Slaughterhouse  (Reports)  Direction  1959,  the  Local  Authority  was 
required  to  review  and,  after  consultation  with  such  organisations  as 
appear  to  the  Authority  to  represent  the  interests  concerned,  to  report 
to  the  Minister  on: 

(a)  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  their  district 
for  slaughterhouse  facilities  having  regard  to  the  needs  both  of  persons 
requiring  the  use  of  such  facilities  and  of  other  persons  and 

(b)  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are,  or  are  likely  to  become 
available  to  meet  those  requirements.

A report  on  the  existing  facilities  was  sent  to  each  of  the  organisa- 
tions representing  the  interests  concerned  and  their  replies  were  con- 
sidered by  the  Council  and  as  a result  the  Council  concluded  that  the 
existing  facilities  were  adequate  to  provide  both  for  present  and  anti- 
cipated future  requirements.  The  report  was  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  who  accepted  the  report  without 
amendment. 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  the  two  licensed 
before  1939  not  having  been  re-opened.

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(iii)  A total  of  408  inspections  of  all  types  of  food  premises  was 
carried  out  during  the  year.  In  1950  the  Council  made  byelaws  under 
Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938  and  no  statutory  action 
was  necessary  to  secure  compliance  with  them. 

(iv)  There  is  no  clean  food  guild  in  the  area,  reliance  being  placed 
on  individual  advice  and  information  on  food  hygiene  at  routine 
inspections. 

(v)  The  small  amounts  of  carcase  beef  and  offal  and  other  raw  foods 
are  disposed  of  in  a local  factory  boiler  fire.  Other  foodstuffs,  includ- 
ing! tinned  foods,  are  disposed  of  on  the  Council  refuse  tip. 

(vi)  No  special  examination  of  stock  or  of  a consignment  of  food 
has  been  necessary. 

(vii)  One  cafe  manufactures  a small  quantity  of  ice  cream  for  con- 
sumption in  the  cafe.  The  provisions  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment, 
etc.)  Regulations  1947-52  are  carried  out  both  at  these  premises  and 
at  the  42  retail  premises  where  only  a pre-packed  article  is  sold. 

(viii)  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  still  provides  the  only  practic- 
able method  of  disseminating  food  hygiene  propaganda  but  the  stan- 
dard obtained,  despite  the  enforcement  of  the  Regulations,  will  always 
depend  on  the  conscientiousness  or  otherwise  of  the  food  handlers 
employed  in  the  business  and  also  to  the  standard  demanded  by  the 
customer. 

No  statutory  action  was  necessary  to  secure  the  remedy  of  the 
few  contraventions  detected. 

(ix)  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  — Sections  8 and  9 

A complaint  that  a quantity  of  tripe  sold  to  a customer  by  a local 
nrm  of  butchers  was  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  investigated 
and  the  tripe  was  seized  and  laid  before  a Justice.  Although  proceedings 
were  authorised  by  the  Council  the  case  never  came  to  court  because 
of  delay  and  subsequent  refusal  of  the  complainants  to  sign  statements. 
A caution  was  issued  to  the  firm  concerned. 

Food  Poisoning 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  in  the  district  during 
the  year,  and  one  isolated  case  was  reported. 

(d)  Adulteration,  etc. 

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority. 

T am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  S.  Preston,  Chief  Sampling  Officer,  for 
the  following  report: 

1.  “T  beg  to  report  that  during  the  year  ended  the  31st  December. 
1960,  105  samples  were  procured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955,  within  the  area  of  the  Fleet  Urban  District  Council. 
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2.  Milk  Samples 

The  total  number  of  milk  samples  was  99,  35  of  which  were  of 
the  Channel  Islands  variety.  Three  of  the  latter  were  unsatisfactory 
due  to  deficiencies  in  fat,  but  the  discrepancies  were  relatively  small 
and  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  take  further  action,  although  the 
the  matter  was  referred  to  the  producer  concerned.  In  this  case,  the 
samples  were  from  separate  churns  which  formed  part  of  a consign- 
ment of  five  churns  of  milk.  The  average  fat  content  of  this  was  up  to 
the  required  standard  of  four  per  cent,  of  fat  for  Channel  Island  milk. 
Furthermore,  there  was  no  question  of  any  prejudice  to  consumers  as 
the  milk  was  being  supplied  to  a wholesale  dairy  and  it  was  mixed 
together  on  arrival. 

3.  Miscellaneous  Samples 

Six  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained  including 
one  of  ice  cream  from  a local  manufacturer.  All  were  satisfactory  and 
the  sample  of  ice  cream  was  found  to  contain  slightly  more  than  ten 
per  cent,  of  fat.  Checks  of  other  cream  sold  in  the  area  were  also  pro- 
cured in  neighbouring  districts. 

4.  General 

Attention  was  given  to  the  requirements  of  the  Labelling  Food 
Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act  as  regards  the  marking  of 
ingredients  and  various  other  particulars  required  to  be  shown  on  pre- 
packed  food.  Also,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  many  products  sold 
within  the  area  were  checked  elsewhere.  This  remark  applies  particu- 
larly to  pre-packed  articles,  and  in  certain  cases  to  milk.”

The  Rodent  Operator  also  carried  out  the  work  of  unstopping 
drains,  on  request,  at  a charge  to  the  occupier  of  2/-  per  hour.  This 
scheme  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  occupier  and  is  instrumental  in  the 
prevention  of  public  health  nuisances. 

Cesspools  were  emptied  at  a cost  to  the  occupier  of  £1.0.0  per 
load  of  750  gallons.  The  work  is  carried  out  under  contract  to  the 
Council  by  a private  contractor  (Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties) 
Ltd.).  This  arrangement  works  well.  This  service  is  gradually  running 
down  owing  to  the  decreasing  number  of  cesspools,  consequent  on  the 
provision  of  sewers  in  the  unsewered  areas.
